PUBLIC ACCESS 
Roads crossing public lands may be travelled by the public unless closed by 
signing or notice by the land managemont agency. Public lands intorvened by 
privnto lands may not hava public accoss. Permission is requ ired from the 
private landowner to cross private land, unless access is provided by a Federal, 
Stato, or County road. or a BLM road with legal access.
